THE KAISES Br.OKE THE CONCERT 


Bussla and America 'Feared That 
H.i 


Would Go To Extremes. 


"Washington, Sept. 4 —The game of 


international politics is now on fast and 
furious, and it is likely to be many days 
before the concert ol the powers is re- 
stored. But one thing appears to be 
undisputed and that is that unloss all 
powers withdraw from Pekin not one of 
them will do so. If the kaiser has his 
men in the Chinese capital he would in 
one sense be master of the situation, for 
his refusal to. retire 
would doubtless 


•compel Russia and all the others to 
xemain. 


Powers Will Not Withdraw. 


• At present the German force in Pekin 
is almost too small to ba counted, but it 
is said a cousiderableinumber of troops 
have been landed and will be rushed on 
to the imperial city as rapidly as possi- 
ble. 
According to the views of the 


diplomatists'here and of seme 'members 
of the Washington government as well, 
the present probabilities are that there 
will be no withdrawal and that the em 
press and emperdr will not return to 
their capital. 


Kaiser Broke the 'Concert 


It was the Emperor of Germany who 


broke the concert of the powers and 
brought on thapresant somewhat strain- 
ed and critical situation. 


Some interesting jjfacts concerning 


this phase' of the great world game be- 
came known here today. 


It was fear of what the German nm- 


peror might do in China that led Buesia 
to propose withdraw! from Pekin. and a 
similar fear, led the United States to in- 
dorse the Russian proposal as^an alter- 
native.

No Room For Walder»ee 


It is understood the kaiser]] ig very 


angry as the turn of events during the 
last few days, and ia furious because 
Buaeia and the United States are trying 
to create a situation in which there will 
be no room for Field Marshal Waldersee 
to carry out his imperial master's ambi- 
tious and spectacular project. 


But the kaiser has only himself to 


blame. His bloodthirsty qnd 
vengeful 


speeches alarmed the world. His injunc- 
tions to his soldiers were such as to pre- 
pare them for a crusade of punishment 
and destruction. The German force in 
China thus promised to become a most 
violently disturbing influence, literally a 
bull ir> the China shop. 


- 
Was an Unprecedented step 


The worst of it was that^ the powers 


had tacitly consented to place their 
troops under Waldersee's command. A 
little reflection showed them how im- 
prudent this would be. They dreaded 
the arrival of the

Wallowa from Nome brings news of 
the' wreck of the dismantled bark Mer- 
cury in Bering sea. The bark was be- 
ing towed to this city by the tug and 
sprung a leak in. a 'heavy gale. She 
was stripped of some machinery and 
abandoned in Cook'strait, where she 
sunk. She. was owned by Capt. E. E. 
Catne, of this city, and was sent to 
Nome last June in tow of a tun with 
coal and lumber- cargo. She had been 
:ondemned as a sailing vessel.

was built forty-nine years ago in New 
York as a1 full-rigged ship.' Twenty- 
one of the crew of the British steamer 
3utch, wrecked on Douglass island,

NEGROES' FUTURE IN AFRICA. 


Editor 
of Albany Spectator Flan* to 


Educate the Natives. 


London, Sept. 4.—"American negroes 


will have a hand in the reconstruc- 
tion of native South Africa," said F. 
Z. S. Peregrine, editor of- the Spec- 
tator, Albany, N. Y. Mr. Peregrine 
is about to leave England for the dark 
continent on a mission that combines 
education and politics. 
He continued: 


"While the primary object of- my 


mission to Africa is to assume charge 
of an institution for the education of 
natives and to 
establish 
industrial 


schools among the tribes, I shall be 
on the ground during the period of 
reconstruction with which I the coun- 
try will soon be confronted. 
I pur- 


pose penetrating far Into the interior. 
By informing myself of the past and 
present history o the tribes, I hope 
to be of'some service, not only to the 
natives but to the dominant white race 
'as well." 


Mr. Peregrine's son is the head of a 


native institute in Cape Town. When 
asked his opinion of the African race 
problem, in the light of recent history, 
the Albany editor said' 


"Negro ibaitings are likely to con- 


tinue in a manner until state rights 
are compelled to bow to, a higer au- 
thority."

to the detention hospital, and one hun- 
dred and three others are under obser- 
vation.

Glasgow, Sept. 4.—The area infected 


with bubonic plague has spread to 
Govan on the left bank of the Clyde. 
A boy died there Saturday, and to- 
day the medical authorities certified 
that he was a victim of the disease. 
Three additional suspected cases of the 
plague have been reported in this city. 


New York, Sept. 4.—Dr. Alvah H. 


Doty, health officer of the port, has 
sent out from quarantine hurry orders 
for fifteen thermometers. 
As the 


steamship City of Rome was due from 
Glasgow, where there have been some 
cases of the bubonic plague, it was 
thought that these orders were signifi- 
cant. 
Dr. Doty, however, said that 


all on board the City of Rome were 
well. 
A number of instruments, he 


said, had been broken recently, and it 
was on this account that he hastened 
to get others to take their places. Pas- 
sengers from Cuba, who are still on 
Hoffman isla?id, have shown no symp- 
toms of yellow fever or other disease. 
There are no patients on Swinburne 
Island.

Official Report on Great Trc<>» of Cali- 


fornia Made by the Government. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 4.—The de- 


partment of agriculture has issued are- 
port on investigations of the big trees 
of California that shows the/dimensions 
of the big trees are unequaled and that 
their ace make them the oldest living 
things. 'They are described by the re- 
port as "the grandest, largest, oldest 
and most 
majestically 
graceful 
or 


trees," and "the scarcest of known, treo 
species, with the extreme Bcientifio 
value of being the best living repre- 
sentatives of a former geologic age.'* 
The report says that the bark of tha 
big trees is often two feet thick and 
almost noncoinbustible. "The oldest 
specimens felled," it says, "are stlH 
sound at the heart and fungus is an 
enemy unknown." Continuing the re- 
port says:

"The only grove now thoroughly 


safe from destruction is the Mariposa, 
and this is far from beins the most 
interesting. Most of the other groves 
are either in process of or in danger 
of being logged. The majority of tha 
big trees of California, 'certainly tho 
best of them, are owned by people who 
have every right, and in many casea 
every intention, to cut them into lum- 
ber." 


The report corroborates the state- 


ments of one authority, who says that- 
one tree, on which he counted 4^000 
rings, was undoubtedly in Its prime, 
"swaying in the Sierra winds, when 
Christ walked the earth."
